LONDON, Jan. 17 (BY A. P.).— 
Nicholas Romanoff, the former Em- 
peror, and his family, have escaped 
from their prison near Tobolsk, Si- 
beria, it is reported in Petrograd, ac- 
cording to a. Reuter dispatch from 
the Russian capital. The report, the 
dispatch adds, lacks confirmation. 

Nicholas Romanoff and his fam- 
ily were removed to Tobolsk ‘by the 
Kerensky Government last August. 
In October the Romanoffs were 
takefi to the Abolak Monastery, some 
distance outside Tobolsk. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Congress of Peasa.sts’ Deputies on 
Jan. 13 adopted a resolution urging 
that the former Emperor be brought 
to Kronstadt or Petrograd.

- Negro Siecieheie. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Knowing that the Post-Dispatch always 
stands for justice, I ask the privilege of 
having this letter published in its columns. 

I read in one of today’s papers an ac- 
@ount of the discussion of woman's suf- 
frage in the House of Representatives 
at Washington. -I was shocked at the low 
level upon which Congressman Ferris of 
Oklahoma expressed his views on the 
subject under discussion. This was his 
statement: “How can a negro wench 
dominate more than one negro buck?” 
We know from the tenor of the debate 
that Mr. Ferris did not use the word 
“wench” in its old Anglo-Saxon purity. | 
I want to express my honest conviction 
that one of the happy results of the world 
war will be that this virus of race preju- 
dice which too long has shamed and 
afflicted our beloved land will be washed 
away by the commingled blood of our 
American soldiers gathered from all race 
stocks under the flag. 

In this world war our honored Presi- 
dent has ‘furnished in his remarkable 
state papers the slogan for this nation 
and all other nations that all the world 
is to be made safe for democracy. There- 
fore, the spirit, the sentiment, and the 
expressions of democracy ought to be 


who stand so close to our President as do 
the Representatives at Washington. 

If God remains on His throne and the 
republic lasts (and we have no doubts 
in either direction) all women and all 
men regardiess of race or creed will yet 
stand on a common level under a common 
flag in-this land. These negro ‘‘wenches” 
to whom the Congressman refers are wil- 
lingly and with patriotic ardor giving their 
sons, brothers and husbands to fight and 
die in the. trenches of Europe for the 
cause of humanity. .And they make this 
sacrifice in tears, but with enthusiasm. 
The sons of these negro ‘“‘wenches,” let 
me assure Mr. Ferris, will be true to the 
record of their fathers, who have never

In short, is the surgical operation necessary? 
Is it not better to have a surgical operation than 


prolonged illness and disability, ending possibly 
in complete collapse? 

The necessity of the order cannot be judged 
without full knowledge of all the facts, but cer- 
tain patent factors can be considered as a help 
to sound judgment. The factors are: 

1, Weather conditions which for days paralyzed 
transportation and contributed vastly to the coal 
shortage already severe on account of the speed- 
ing up of industries, the lack of adequate trans- 
nv facilities and of the coal supply mined 
compared. with the unusual demand. 

2. The necessity of protecting the people from 
suffering and death on account of the fuel short- 
age. 

3. Overproduction. The long-continued speed- 
ing up of industries has resulted in production far. 
in excess of transportation. There is a congéstion 


the shutting down of many great industrfts, re- 
gardless of coal supply. 

4. Many industries are now suffering losses on 
account of partial stoppage, delays and uncer- 
tainties in transportation and coal supply. 

Panic and the wild view that the country is 
going to the bow-wows on account of a five-day 
holiday is unmitigated folly. Shut-downs in great 


industries are not uncommon. They have been 
numerous in the past. They occur annu- 
ally. They are caused by overproduction, 
depression, changing business conditions, the 
necessity of overhauling machinery, strikes and 
other causes. The great steel, textile and 
allied industrie; now and then shut down for 
periods far exceeding the five-day closing of the 
present order. The only difference between the 
usual closings and this governmental closing is 
that many more industries and many more wage 
earners are affected at once. 

But a five-day holiday, while inflicting hard- 


lions of wage earners, is not deadly. No one will 
go bankrupt or starve on account of it. Fortu- 
nately, wages were never higher nor employment 
more general. Labor never was better prepared 
for a short cessation of work. 

So far as war supplies are concerned, reports 
show that nearly all plants engaged in war work 
are far ahead of shipments. 

While submitting to this war hardship, we have 
a right te insist that the problem of relieving 
railroad congestiqn and coal shortage be attacked 
with efficient capacity and energy. We demand 
such speeding up of railroad efficiency and coal 
mining efficiency that the situation will never 
recur. 


The fina) test will be results. The final justi- 


{ fication of the order and the judgment of the 


people will rest upon its effect in the resumption 
of all industrial. activities.

The report of the German political “compro- 
mise” whereby, it is said, the militarists have 
agreed to forégo annexations at the expense of 
Russia but are to have a free hand in annexing 
conquered territory in Belgium and France is 
plausible.

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THE MESSAGE OF BRITISH LABOR. 

British popular thought appears at its best in 
the message sent to the Russian people by the 
Labor party, which makes itself the spokesman of 
the common man in the British Isles. 

We heard much at the opening of the war about 
the danger to British nationalistic, and especial- 
ly commercial, interests, with German influence 
dominating at Antwerp and the mainland coast 
‘of Western Europe. This message repudiates any 
idea of imperialistic or other distinctively national 
aims, disavows any desire for annexations or in- 
demnities: in short, denounces a war of con- 
quest for tangible of even intangible advantages. 
The message closes with an impassioned appeal, 
of which this is part, addressed to the common 
men of Germany: 

Peoples of Central Europe: Thjs catastro- 
phe of the human race, this fatal schism in the 
civilizea world, can only be ended by the de- 
feat of militarism on“ both sides and by the 
victory on both sides of moral and intellectual 
fair dealing. If the world is to be saved, it 
must be saved by good faith and reciprocity 
on the part of all. Do not fail us now. Do 
not let your Governments drive the British 
people, as they are driving the Russfan people, 
into the terrible choice between continuing 
the war and abandoning the only principles 
that can save the world. 

England, too, has had its junkerism, differing 
only in degree from that of Germany. Its cap- 
italism and imperialism have been respqnsible for 
many injustices since the opium war with China. 
But how completely have unworthy factors and 
incentives been submerged in the deluge of war. 

England has always had a powerful element that 
was linked in thought and sentiment with Amer- 
ica’s democratic. progressivism of altruistic aims. 
A triumphant future is being afforded this ele- 
ment by the developments of the war.. The only 
justification now found for the continuation of 
the war is not distinctively British interests, but 
the interests of other and less fortunate peoples. 
The flag under which machine guns used to mow 
down semi-civilized tribes for the advancement of 
British trade now leads the column battling for 
the elevation of distant poole and against trade 
exploitation. 

In fighting autocracy in other lands, the bel- 
ligerents, including ourselves, are winning victo- 
ries for a purer, more unselfish democracy at 
home. |

FRED MAY PASSES. 


Four decades ago “‘Fred” May was a prominent | 
figure in the newspapers of the country. He was 
the highflyer of New York City in the days of the 
original “400,” when one could count the so-called | 
men about town (who were also the Beau Brum- | 
mels of the country) on one’s fingers. He and 
James Gordon Bennett were leaders in the young- 
er fast set of society. When the Astors and the 
Vanderbilts, the Whitneys and persons who hag 
a Dutch Van or a German Von as a nomenclature 
prefix meant the wealth and position of the com- | 
munity, if not the whole country, he was a co-| 
tillion leader. St. Louis was just pushing to 
the front then, and Chicago was ridiculed as a 
city of wind, while New York was supreme, and, | 
for that reason, the news of New York in those 
days was more interesting to the rest of the coun- 
try than that of anywhere else in the world, not 
excepting London or Paris. 

May was wild. His escapades were heralded to 
all parts of the earth. He was an athlete, and his 
favorite pastime was walloping policemen, prize | 
fighters and all kinds of “huskies” of the under- 
world or men in his,own set. There was hardly 
a day that his name did not feature the néwspa- 
pers as the principal in some new and novel 
frolic. ’ 

And thén came the climax—an episode in his 
frolicking life that changed the man of: convivial 
habits into one of sober thought, one whose only 
idea was to offset previous notoriety by a life of 


simplicity. 

The turning point came when he fought in the 
street with James Gordon Bennett in front of 
the old Fifth Avenue Hotel, then the iiptown of 
New York. Files of old newspapers show that 
later a duel was arranged between the two men 


the Palisades, at the west bank of the Hudson, 
almost on the identical spot where Alexander 
Hamilton and Aaron Burr met. Bennett fired his 
shot in the air; May’s bullet did not injure him, 
so both were satisfied. 

Later May fled to South America and triéd to 
hide himself from public view. But he was born 
to the limelight, for afterward he became a hero 
by saving the lives of American sailors from a

May's last years were devoted ‘e ddine nies to 
others.

MORE GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 


POPSIDOODLE, Kas.—An interesting experiment 
in government control is being made here. The cost 
of living became so high that the people of Popsi- 
doodle asked the Government to run their affairs for 
them until the end of the war. They agreed on three 
meals a day as an operating basis, with just enough 
fuel and clothing to keep them warm. The experi- 
ment began on last Monday morning, and everybody 
seems pleased with it. The able-bodied men in the 
community report to the government for work at 8 
o’clock in the morning, and work for eight hours un- 
der a federal superintendent without any other return 
than to have their homes kept up. The proportion of 
the male population actually working has increased 
about 50 per cent over what it was under individual 
initiative. Requisitions for necessaries are issued 
after investigation, and lending things is absolutely 
forbidden. One of the first things the government 
did was to make everybody who had borrowed any- 
thing return it. All waste has been eliminated, and 
the condition is so ideal that people are moving into 
Popsidoodle from all 3% asses country.
